In reporting on a recent inspection of 
the Peguis Centre Day School Inspector Hamilton 
writes as follows: 


"The school is in good condition. The 
teacher's residence has about 8" of water in the 
basement. This water has been pumped out several 
times but comes in again within 24 hours. This 
trouble arose after the well was drilled at the 
school over a year ago. It not ay keeps the 
house damp but apparently is affect ng the cement 
wall as the foundation at one corner is crumbling 
badly. It looks as though the gravel used in the 
wall was not free from olay and probably this is 
why the water has caused it to crumble. It is 
perhaps too late now to carry out the re ir work 
necessary, but certainly the matter should be 
attended to next spring." 


In review. our files the only reference 
to the above matter is contained in your letter of 
November 50, 1939, in which you stated that there 
was a slight leak around the casing but that you 
hed ma a to check it. The Department is 
surprised that you have allowed the condition 
mentioned by Inspector Hamilton to continue.

I would 
certainly recommend that two classrooms be built to take 
care of these pupils. I do not think we should build 
expensive buildings. If classrooms could be built with- 
out basements and the floors insulated and heated by 
stoves, one residence would do the two teachers. These 
classrooms could be built alongside the existing schools. 


If you will refer to my report on these schools, 
dated June 18th, it will give you a fair idea of the 
existing setup. These buildings could be purchased from 
the North American Lumber Company and put up for use this 
winter.

I wish to submit the following report 
on the above school which was ins cted February 25, 1941: 


Miss A. Haton is in charge of this school. 
She met with an accident before Christmas and was off 
duty for a few weeks, but is now apparently quite well 
again. Mise Eaton has had years of experience in 
teaching and is doing good work, not only in the class- 
room but also among the Indians. 


There are 23 pupils enrolled, but 1 found 
only 9 present. The average attendance for December 
was 20.36. ‘The poor attendance is due to the "flu" and 
bad colds. Two small children died during the week of 
my visit and many more were sick. 


The children are making fair progress. 
They were clean, but some were poorly clad. All the 
pupils are instructed in spinning yarn and knitting, 
and the work seen was indeed quite good. The pupils 
are also knitting socks and scarves for the Red Cross. 


Some plaster is off one side of the room, 
and when possible, this should be repaired. itis 
difficult in these outlying districts to secure a com- 
petent man to do this work. The stove is also warped 
beyond repair and is unsafe. A new stove should be 
provided. | A flag is also needed.

The Family Allowance is certianly a blessing. The 
teachers state those bringing lunches have fruit, cheese, 
@cgs and good bread. ‘They are much better blothed and 
indeed the parents state they have sent orders for olothing 
whion could not be supplied. Hight now many children have 
no high rubbers or rubber boots and so are kept home. For 
days the roads have been almost impassable to walk on exe 
cept with hich rubber boots. I saw a twelve-year old girl 
come home last week wet to the knees, If we insist on the 
children going to school under all conditions, we will have 
plenty of sickness and no doubt many cases of pneumonia. 

The Indians have tried to purchase high rubbers locally and 
from tatons and Sompsons. vonly the odd pair has been secured 
Many children travel from two to four miles, which is a 

long way even under good conditions. I am convinced the 
Indians are trying to co-operate and I hope distano», roads, 
weather and health will be considered on judsing results. 
fore schools sre require’. un requis we eed at east three. 
The building of more accommodation should receive early 
consideration.

I wish to advise the Department that from present 
indications, there will be at least five new day school 
teachers required for the school of this agency after the 
summer holidays, and probably six, as follows:- 


Peguis North School - 1 
Peguis Centre " 2 
Peguis South " 2 


The above, provided we are able to equip the three 
Anglican Church Hails for use as day schools, and get 
teachers for them as well as for the schools already 
established, and which are much overcrowded. 


-. Miss Una McDonald, who is the present teacher at 
the Peguis North School, says she will come back again next 
term, provided another teacher can be secured and the school 
divided. 


There is no teacher at all now at the Peguis Centre 
School, and this school too should be divided and two teachers 
provided, one to teach in the church hall. 


The present teacher at the Peguis South school, Mrs 
Hamrlik, has already sent in her resignation, as she wishes 
to stay with her family on their farm. This school also, 
should be divided, and two teachers provided. 


I have been told, though I have not verified, that 
Miss Wakentin, one of the teachers at the Fisher River United 
Church School is not returning after the holidays. If this 
turns out to be the case, another teacher will be required 
for this school. I will definitely advise the Department 
as to this later, after I have seen Miss Wakentin. 


As I have already advised the Department, we can rent 
the three Anglican Church Halls on the Peguis reserve to use 
for day schools. However, if we are unable to secure the 
necessary number of teachers, it would be no use equipping 
these halls with school furnishings. I would therefore 
respectfully recommend that an early effort be made by the 
Department to secure the teachers rquired, and then the equipping 
of the halls could be proceeded with, and completed before the 
new school term begins in September next.

; I beg to refer to Mr. B.F.Neary's letter, File 
136-4-1 (W T) of the 7th July last re garding the above 
noted subject. 


On examining the church hall connected with 
the Anglican North Peguis Church, to see if it could be 
used as an extra class room for this school, I found the 
building in very bad condition. The roof leaks badly, 
all the windows are broken including some of the frames, 

a new door and door frame would have to be provided, and 
part of the floor would have to be repaired or relaid with 
new flooring. It is estimated that the materials and 
labour required to put this building in good enough shape 
for use as an extra class room, would cost approximately 
between $300.00 and $400.00, and I do not consider that 
the building is worth this expenditure. 

I would therefore recommend, seeing that this 
is described by Mr. Neary as a ‘borderline case', that no 
change be made this year at this school.

It: was impossible to employ Indians during the 
harvest time and after that came the fall fishery when 
most of them go down to the lake to lay up supplies of 
fish. As soon as they returned from the fisheries we 
got them to work and both schools are now under way. 

I am submitting herewith in account showing work 
done under the superintendance of Farm Instructor Peter 
Harper. This account will speak for itself as to the 
cost of doing the work which I must admit was grater 
than T'antio tpated. This increase of expense resulted 
from the fact that in order to secure the serviees of 
the Indians we were compelled as per your permission 
by telegraph to pay $2.00 a day for the work done by all 
Indians. 

AS mm directed by you I sent in lumber for collar 
beams and ceiling and with that sent a carpenter to com- 
plete the work and leave everything shipshape so that the 
schools might be properly warmed in the cold winter 
weather. Stoves have been sent up, good heavy stoves with 
plenty of piping so that I think there is no doubt abort 
their being able to keep warm. I am writing to the Indian 
Chief asking him to see that his people may supply woed 
immediately and plentifully for use in the cold weather.

NORTH PEGUIS SCHOOL. 

I inspected this school 4“ovember 2nd, and 
found 18 children present, the roll calling for 24. ‘he 
attendance has been only fair, but is improving. 

The grades range from 1 to 3 and the 
children appeared well up in their grades. The reading 
was clear and I believe the children understood what they 
read. The spelling and arithmetic were good and their 
writing and exercise books showed care and interest. I 
believe these children are making fair progress. 

The discipline was excellent and the children 
were the most respectful that I visited. All the children 
were clean and their clothes were well kept and neat. I 
might say thet the teacher, Mir. Harbord is a very careful 
man about his own personal appearance and I believe this has 
its effect upon the children. 

I might say that one could feel, on entering 
this school, a different atmosphere, and at a glance it 
was evident that the children were receiving the utmost care 
and attention. WSach child had a towel and cup neatly 
arranged along one side of the school and numbered so that 
no mistake could be made. The towels, although used, were 
not dirty. 

The teacher's residence at this school is 
perhaps the best of the three and yet it is a very poor 
home. Here, again, I think it a mistake to continue repair 
ing, as the home is certainly not suitable, and after

Of course, I was rather surprised to hear this. I am sorry 
that the Department has instructed Mr. Templeman to carry out 
“this work without first giving him specific instructions as 
to how he is to go about it, as he is absolutely incompetent 
to handle any business, and the matter of drilling wells is 

ne where hundreds of dollars can be wasted if the Department 
is not safeguarded, Any drilling company will tell you this. 
We had an experience in drilling wells at Edmonton, where it 
was found that the drillers purposely passed an excellent 
supply of water in order to get more drilling, and it is a 
common practice to do this,) I have never delegated any 
authority to Ur. Templeman without first making it auite 
clear as to just what was to be done, and then having him 
submit the whole proposition to me. He has not shown any 
capacity for business, and as an Agent he is an absolute 
failure and I, naturally, feel that the spending of money 
should not be entrusted to him.

Reference your letter of the 17th 
September granting authority to drill a well at the 
above-named school, I beg to advise that thie well 
Was completed on the 3lst ultimo. 


Bedrock was struck at a depth of 
36 feet with only a very light flow of surface water. 
This being about the depth of the old dug well at the 
Peguis Centre School, where the water was seepage from 
swamps and only fit for stock, drilling was continued 
until the impervious layer of rock was penetrated and 
the porous sandstone struck, This sandstone contains 
the Artesian water,which originates from Lake Manitoba, 
the same water as that struck at the wells at the Agency 
and the Peguis South School. With this well, we are 
assured of an excellent supply of drinking water at all 
times. The well casing has been driven in to the bed- 
rock to a depth of 5 feet so that there is no danger of 
the well filling up with the loose strata above the bed 
rock, Ae stated in the attached voucher, the well id

Fisher River and Peguis Reserves. Owing to the fact 
that Saturday, Sunday and Monday were holidays, there 
were no classes held, but I saw the teachers, buildings, 
etc., and everything seemed to be going very 
satisfactorily. 

— Mr. and Mrs. Tong,at the Fisher River 
Day School, are doing excellent work. ‘he attendance 
is good, and the premises are kept in excellent shape. 
The grounds have been fixed up by the teachers and 
children, and in a few years, when the trees that have 
been planted attain a fair size, the place will look 
beautiful in the summertime. There is a nice lawn 
all around the school and flower beds have been fixed 
UD.

I am in receipt of your letter 1136-4-5 of Nov 16/33. 
With reference to your letter of Sept 23rd I must acknowledce 
that I construed your letter to mean $40.00 for each school and 
I based my construing on the fact that a grant of #&0.00 had 
been made to the two roomed school at Fisher River. I presumed 
that the sum of $40.00 for each of the Pecuis schools wes a fair 
amount in comparison, especially es there are in attendance in 
most of the Peguis Schools, more than 50% of the attendance of 
Fisher River. The amounts supplied to these respective schools 
is not excessivemif a meal is to be given. This question, in 
mind is a doubtful necessity. 


Inspectors heave previously recormended that these mid- 
day meals be provided end I have carried on under the assumption 
that it was the wish of the Dept. to serve a mid-day meal in the 
schools. The eum of $40.00 as eurgested by you would be just 
about sufficient to supr-ly cocoa and nothing elee. If it is

The teacher also refers, on the requis- 
ition, to the necessity for new desks. She states 
that there is an enrolment of 50, of which 42 are 
Treaty Indian children, and that there are only 
20 desks in the school, 


Is there space in this classroom for 
additional desks? I am not certain to what she 
refers when she mentions non-Ireaty, but I presume 
she means half-breeds. If accommodation is limited, 
the Treaty Indian children should receive first 
consideration. If there is room in the school for 
42 desks, please let me know the sizes of the desks 
required, in order that we may place an order for 
the additional 22. With the granting of family 
allowances, it is presumed that the attendance at 
the day schools will increase. You have already 
received specific instructions regarding the action 
that must be taken in regard to family allowances 
when children do not attend school regularly. Desks 
are made in three sizes - large, medium and small. 
You should let me know the number of each size of 
these that is necessary.

The services of another teacher would be required in the event 
of another room, and the two teachers could live in the present 
Teachers Residence. 


There are attending at present, 8 Non-Treaty of whom 7 are Half- 
Breeds and the other a son of the Penticostal Minister. There is 
no Provincial School that these children could attend. 


The Desks that would be required would be for the smaller children, 
who by reason of the Family Allowanges are going to school. The 
starting age being 6 instead of the usual 7 years. 


The Teacher could, without too much crowding, put in another 5 or 
6 desks which should be small.

With reference to Mr. Neary's letter 136-4-5 (E 1) of 
June lst., we attach hereto a Requisition covering paint and 
material required for the three Peguis and Fisher River “chools. 
We have also priced the material. The quantities and the price 
are estimated only roughly, as it is difficult to estimate the 
paint required. Some of the buildings need paint badly and will 
soak up a lot. 


Some wall paper may be required, water paint or kalsomine, 
where some surfaces have already been treated with this finish, 
as it would not be advisable to paint over kalsomine. 


It may be possible to effect a saving in purchasing the 
material ourselves, however, we would be responsible then for 
the distribution of it. Any left over's would be a loss, and 
4t is just questionable if we would be much ahead. The prices 
quoted by this firm seem reasonable, and they look after every- 


thing. 
The firm of course, is quite prepared to carry out their 


contract for labour, should the Department prefer to purchase 
the material themselves, and entirely, look after this end of it. 


Peguis North School looks the best, and apparently, mst 


have had paint last. We would recommend that this school be left 
out of this programme this year if necessary.

This will confirm the fact that we are 
wegpeses to open a second classroom at the Peguis North 
ndian Day School. I note that the Indians are prepared 
through the W.A. to put this hall in first class shape 
and rent it to us at 328. per month. 


I also understand that the only expenditure 
involved will be this rental fee and that the Indians will 
carry out the necessary repairs. 


With regard to the blackboards, please find 
attached a standard letter sent in this regard. It is 
presumed that you can make the necessary purchase of 
masonite in llodgson and that you can order the blackboard 
paint immediately. 


I understand that you will be forwarding 


shortly, a requisition for the desks. be sure to indicate 
the number of small, medium and large required. 


+ 
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You might also consider, in view of 
the fact that you will have a large number of primary 
children, of building a large kindergarten table or 
tables. You are aware, that modern educational practice 
favours the use of these tables for primary classes rather 
than the use of individual desks. It is presumed that 
you could have these tables made locally by one of the 
Indians on the Reserve. I would sugges that they be 
made 23" high with room for three children on either 
side and one at each end. 


They could be covered with either masonite 
or battleship linoleum. We can then order kindergarten 
chairs from one of the standard school supply companies 
for use with these tables.

I do not think that thie would be a 
satisfactory arrangement and would recommend that a 
new teacher be appointed to take over school on or 
about November 1, 1928. The new residence, now under 
construction,will not be ready much before that date 
and the old building is not a habitable place, especially 
for a pereon new to the Reserve.

Miss Lee, the teacher, is advanced in years 
and is deaf. This with a large class of pupils, many 
from 12 to 14 years, makes it a difficult matter for her 
efficiently to handle them. I would recommend that she 
be transferred to the Peguis Centre School where the 
class is smaller and there are more of the younger 
pupils, Miss Wright, teacher at Peguis Centre School, 
taking her place. 


The pupils at the South School know that Miss 
Lee is deaf and they take advantage of her affliction. 
See report of Provincial School Inspector in this con- 
nection. 

There is a van in operation at this school, by 
which 15 of the pupils, who reside over 3 miles distant 
from the school, are transported back and forth daily. 
The van is efficiently and satisfactorily operated.

When reading Inspector Bartlett's 
report regarding his inspection of the Peguis 
South School on the 13th of May of this year I 
noticed that we had overlooked writing to you in 
connection with a portion of Mr. Bartlett's report 
on his visit to the sohool on June 24, 1940. This 
read in part as follows: 


"I was unable to recommend a Grade 8& 
pupil for promotion from lack of attendance. The 
teacher gave the pupil a final examination in early 
June and then excused her from further attendance -- 
an inexcusable step. Promotion must now be deferred 
until another month's attendance is secured."

Your comments 
on this action of the teacher would be appreciated.

Some children have five and six 
miles to travel and this is altogether too far when the 
snow becomes deep and the temperature gets below zero.

letter, File 136-51 1.) dated the 13th instant, an 

in reply, to advise that when the Jlkhorn Residential School 
Bus came to Hodgson, to pick up the pupils returning to that 
school after the holidays, I was introduced to Miss Annabella 
Stranger, and in talking with her, I mentioned to her that she 
would no doubt be taking over her duties as teacher on the Peguis 
reserve. Miss Stranger then told me that the Rev: Mr. Smith, 
the local Anglican missionary on Peguis reserve, had informed 
her that she was to go to teach at the Sioux Lookout Residential 
chool,. . few days later, Miss Stranger met me in Hodgsoh, 
and asked me if I had received a letter from Dr. Alderwood, and 
I told her that I had not. She then stated that she had received 
a telegram from Dr. Alderwood, advising her that she was to go to 
teach at Sioux Lookout, and that he was writing m. However, 
to date, I have received no communication from any source regarding 
the sending of Miss Stranger to Sioux Lookout. Miss Stranger has 
gone to Sioux Lookout, and Miss Kathleen Jeffrey is teaching alone 
at South Peguis School, and has 53 pupils. 


I had been under the impression that I had already advised 
the Department of the foregoing, but on checking, I find that I had 
mentioned the matter to Inspector Hamilton, in a letter to him 
regarding the proposal he made, to try for authority to build a 
lean-to on the school for a temporary teacher's residence, provided 
he was able to procure the materials. 


The sending of Miss Stranger to Sioux L okout, after her 
nomination by the Archbishop of Rupert's Land, and the Department's 
approval, that she teach at Peguis Reserve, seems rather out of 
order, especially when no reference of any sort has been made to 
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this office. Apparently the Department also has not been advised 
in the matter, and it would appear that some of the Anglican Church 
officials are working at cross purposes in the matter of the 
appointing of teachers. le are four teachers short for the 

three Peguis Schools. There is one teacher at North school, and 
one atg the South school, and the Centre school remains closed.

year.’ With a few exceptions, every child under 

16 years of age may be registered and receive pay- 

ments under The Family Allowances Act.

There are isolated cases, however, of children under 

16 years of age who are not registerable for family 

allowances. An employee supporting such a depen-

No. 4 sites, These would be one-room schools with attached 
teachers’ residences and would be built imgediately adjacent to 
the present buildings. This would provide 3 two-room schools, 


The erection of a three-room school near the agency residence, 
This would involve the transportation of the older children 
from the No. 2 School and the No. 4 School to a consolidated 
school, daily. It is the preferable plan from an educational 
point of view but it has the following disadvantages: 


(a) The roads must be in good condition throughout the 
academic year, to ensure bus trips every day. 


(b) The cost of either mintaining our ow school bus 
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or hiring a school bus would be an expensive item. 


If the Department were to purchase a bus, it would be 
necessary to employ a full-time caretaker-chauffeur, 
It ia 4iffioult to get authority for the purchase of 
a school bus from the Treasury Board and we prefer 
contracting locally for such transportation services. 


To summarize, it would be preferable to build a 
consolidated school but the relatively slight advantages from 
this procedure would seem to be outweighed by the disadvantages. 
As we will have to make our plans for these buildings in the 
near future, a final decision must be reached soon, I attach 
for your information the average attendances at these three 
achoole as indicated by our records here. 


I am sending a copy of this letter to Mir. Kk. L. Bewell 
Indian Superintendent, Hodgson, and would ask that we receive 
your considered opinion on the situation when you have had an 
opportunity of corresponding with him. It is quite possible 
that Mr. Boyne and Mr, Emerson may be able to present inforn- 
ation vhich will assist in reaching a decision.

We are agreed concerning the 
erection of three single school rooms, but we do not 
feel that we should add to the present buildings. I 
have discussed this matter with both the Supervisor 
of Vocational Training and the Educational Survey 
Officer, and we are agreed for the following reasons: 


1. The present school buildings were erected in 
1928, and are therefore, now twenty-one years 
of age. We would be adding to a building now 
past "middle age". Our Engineers and Architects 
do not recommend that this be done to a 
permanent building. 


From our experience at Big Eddy, it is very 
difficult to add a furnace to a building which 
was not designed to receive one. It would be 
necessary to have a blower to force the hot air 
from the ‘urnace to the two cla TOONS A 
gravity feed furnace would not bes the hot air 
to the far ends of the two classrooms. The 
teachers or the children at the far ends of the 
classrooms would definitely not be warm enough 
in the winter time. 
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The teacherages, while satisfactory, for one 
teacher and possibly, a member of his or her 
family, may be rather small for two teachers 
unless they happened to be friends, 


Therefore, we feel that the following 
action is indicated: 


1. The building of three one-room schools as 
per plan 888 at Peguis No. 2, 3 and + schools. 


The insulation of the present buildings with 
32" battens on the ceiling. Where the walls 
of the existing schools require it, insulate 
them with insul brick. We could use insul 
brick on the outside of the new classrooms, 
and this would make them very similar in 


appearance, 


We still have an open mind about the 
four-room school, but feel that the decision to erect 
three separate buildings will probably be more advisable 
to suit our needs for at least the next ten years. 


We would be pleased to have your comments 
concerning the remarks made above.

I was favourably impressed during my short visit to thia school 
end I also have noted your comments concerning him on your last 
Inspector's report. His enthusiasm and educational interest will, 
I hope, help to put Indian education on these reserves on a 
proper footing. 


You will note that I have written this letter under 
confidentiel heading and you can rest assured your reply will 
receive the same treatment here,

On account of impassability of roade 
transportation of pupils to the Peguis South gchool 
by sleigh cessed on March 2let past. Up until 
recently the roads have still been impassable on the 
South Boundary of the Reserve on account of overflow 
of ditches rendering it difficult for a loaded wheel 
conveyance to travel, 


I beg to recommend that the transport- 
ation of pupile to the Peguis South School be contin- 
ued during the present fiscal year and, in this con- 
nection, beg to request authority to ask for tenders 
for thie work for a period ending November let, 1928. 
After that date, hauling will be done by sleighs and 
a new tender for this work up until March 31let, 1929 
shovld be requested. May authority also be granted 
to ask for tenders for this period at the expiration 
of transportation on wheels on October 31, 19287 


In connection with transportation on 
wheels, I veg to advise that no person or Indian in 
the vicinity is posses,ed of a suitable vehicle and 
it would be necessary for the nepartment to supply 
a light spring wagon with top frame and canvas cover 
for wet weather. I am enclosing herewith a copy of 
Approved Form of Contract between School Dietrict and 
Van Driver as in use by Provincial echool Districte 
and would refer you to paragraph 2 thereof which shows 
that the School District supplies the conveyance, the 
Contractor, vide para. 1, supplying horees,harness, 
robes, etc. 


I beg to recommend that the nepartment 
supply the necessary °© y , the cost of which 
ahould not exceed 715 I have made no enquiries as 
to the cost of such vehicles but am basing my estimate 
‘on the usual cost a democrat. If approved, may 
authority be granted to have Mr. Bunn rurchase a suit- 
able vehicle in "innipeg? 


With reference to Contract, I beg-to 
recommend that the enclosed form be used in this con- 
nection. In the case of an Indian getting the con- 
tract, it would not be possible to obtain Bond for him, 
but, in the case of a whiteman, I would recommend that 
the Form of Bond be executed. With reference to pare 
7, I would recomrend a period of two weeks. With 
reference to Bond, should it be necessary to use this, 
I would like to be advised as to your wishes regardin 
the penal sum. Copies of other forms im connection 
with school vans also enclosed.

3. The Contractor agrees to see that any heaters provided by the School District are proper- 
ly attended to and kept in good working order during the trips to and from the school building

1. The Contractor shall be responsible for and hereby covenants that all reasonable care 
shall be taken of such conveyance and equipment as may be supplied for his use by the said

past with reference to the above-stated matter, in 
which you state that the parente of the children 
living at too great a distance from the school 
should drive their children to school, or allow 
them the use of their ponies for this purpose, 
I beg to advise that the parents of such children 
who require transportation possess each, only one 


part of the time, 
are dependen on their teams to earn 
and there ew times when they would 
for the children to use, None of the 
in fact, nearly all horees on 
caerve in continuous use, farming, 
freighting, working on Provincial Roads, etc. 


rt again recommend very etrongly 
that a van be plac n operation for these children 
for the full 200 school days in each year, the period 
juring early spring when roads are almost impasseble 
The cost of such operation would not 
exc $700 per annum and would be much cheaper than 
ending the children to Boatding School, even if the 
parents were willing to send them, 


There are 12 children who reside at 
© great a distance to walk to achool and the cost 
Capita at Boarding School of $175 per-head would 
amount to $2100 whereaw the cost of van is only #700, 
the saving by van being $1400. 

If the children are transported only 
during the winter months, their education is not 
efficiently carried out. During the eix months of 
Summer, when they are absent from school, they lose 
all they have gained during the winter monthe,.

I have your letter of the 3rd instant, relative to the trans- 
portation to the Peguis South School of those children of the Peguis 
South Reserve who reside at too great a distance to otherwise attend, 
It is noted you recommend that a van be placed in operation to trans- 
port these children during the entire period the school is in operation 
during the next academic year. It is also noted that the cost of 
eperating this van would be approximately $700 per annum, 


The Department will approve of your making the best arrange- 
menta you cen and at the lowest possible rate per day for the period 
beginning on or about September ist, next, to the end of June, 1929. 
The Department will also ap rove of the purchase of a suitable con- 
veyance for the purpose, to become the property of the driver upon 
his paying for same in monthly instalments out of his earnings from 
the transport:tion of the pupils. You should, if possible, obtain 
prices for the supplying of the conveyance, and you should make the 
purchuse from the firm quoting the lowest price. You should state 
the deduction you would recommend be made from the amount due the 
driver each month in payment for the van. You should also inform 
the Department as to the rate per day srranged with the driver for 
the transportation of the chilcren to and from their homes to the 
school. We have noted the names and ages of the children for 
whom it will be necessary to provide transportation, 


An account, in duplicate, properly certified, covering the 
cost of the van should be forwarded for payment, You should also 
forward accounta in the usual manner covering the amount due the 
driver for his services, with the deduction in payment of the cost 
of the van shown thereon,

Reference your letter of August 10, 1926, 
I beg to advise that I was unable to secure the ser- 
vices of a man suitably located on the Reserve to do 
this work until late in October. Teacher at the 
Peguis South School was resigning on October 30th 
and operation of van was therefore postponed until 
@ new teacher had been appointed and school re-opened. 


School re-opened in January past and the 
operation of van commenced on January 7th. With 
the exception of two days in January, when children 
were laid up with Influenza, the van has been in con- 
tinuous operation during every echool day until March 
27th, school being closed that evening for the Faster 
holidays. 


All bide received on this work were at 
the rate of $3.50 per day. The most dependable man 


and the one most conveniently located for this work 
was selected. The operation of the van has been 


attendance would have been much greater 
months. 


In explanation of my paying the driver 
in cash as per the attached Voucher No. 433 for the 
jeamount of $192.50 covering operation of the van from 
Jan. 7 to March 27, 1929, I beg to advise that the

Refgrring to your letter of the 9th. ultimo 
No. 136-5-5 reg#rding the need of a new school building on the 
Peguis Reserve, in the Fisher River Agency, I may say that I 
have gone into the question as to whether it would be advisable 
to erect one buildine having two classrooms, at a location 
central to the requirements, or whether it would be more 
satisfactory to have two school buildings, having a classroom 
in each. 


SO TO DATE OF THIS LETTER 


After careful consideration of the matter I have 
come to the conclusion that it would be much more advisable to 
have two separate schools, one on the site of the old school 
and the second one two miles West , across the river. I am 
told that there are about 70 children of school age in the 
district, and two separate buildings, with a capacity of 35 
each is what is necessary. If this second school is built, 
across the river, there would be no further necessity for 
having a van to convey the children to school, 


The cost of these buildings would be about $3000.00 
for the schools, and $2000.00 for the teachers’ residenogs.

In addition to thie there is another schob4 
teacherage required at the northern end of the Peguis Reserveg??4, 
for which you stated last year and item was being noted for 
inclusion in the Estimates. I would suggest that this work be 
gone on with at the same time, if at all possible. This would 
mean an additional $5000.00 for the two buildings, school and 
teacherage.

I have your 203-11 of the 27th ultimo, 
with reference to buildings required at schools on 
the southern part of the Peguis Reserve. I note 
you recommend that two schools be provided rather 
than a two-classroom institution. You state that 
the new school should be approximately two miles 
west of the present Peguis South Indian Day School. 
I presume the most central site would be in the 
south west quarter of Section 18 or in the north 
west quarter of Section 7. I understand that most 
of the children who are at present being taken to 
school by van are living within 14 miles or so of 
the southern boundary of the reserve. This 
suggests that the new school site should be in 
Section 7. Please give the question of the site 
for the new school your consideration and, at a 
later date, let the Department have a recommend- 
ation in a separate communication. There are no 
funds at the present time for the erection of a 
new school there. It is proposed to call this the 
Peguis West Indian Day School. It is hoped that 
funds can be provided next year for the purpose. 
Returning to the subject matter of your letter, I 
am pleased to inform you that funds are now avail- 
able for the erection of a classroom at the Peguis 
South Indian Day School. The teacher's residence 
there is practically new and all that is required 
is a classroom to accommodate at least 35 children. 
You might refer to my letter of the 27th ultimo in 
this cogmection and erect an inexpensive garage for 
the protection of the teacher's car.

Regerding the old school houses I would suggest 
that they “sree away to any Indian who is willing to 


take them, ey are practically worthless now,gxcept for 
the few loge which could be used again, and these would 
about repay the Indian for Mose | them down. This will 
apply to both the North and Sout Schoole. There is, how- 
ever @ small frame residence at the notth which should 

be worth $50 to an Indian, ae it is in fair repair. 

Mr. Morris,the Anglican Missionary here, spoke for the 
old school buildings some time eee and if he still wants 
them I would suggest that that the Dept let him have them 
for the taking.

I have your letter of the 10th instant, relative 
to the erection of new out houses at the Peguis South and Peguis 
North Indian Day Schools. It is noted that you are obtaining 
an estimate of the cost and will forward same later for the 
consideration of the Department. 


Relative to the old school buildings at both the above 
schools, I beg to say that they may be given to any Indian who is 
willing to take them down and remove them from the school lot and 
level off the site on whioh they stand. It is noted that the 
Anglican missionary has spoken to you for these buildings. If 
you consider that he should have same rather than an Indian, the 
Department will approve of your making whatever arrangements you 
consider advisable. In any event, whoever removes the buildings 
should clear away all rubbish and level the site on which they 
stand. 


Relative to the small frame residence at the North 
School, you may arrange for the disposal of same, which it is noted 
is worth approximately $50. If you succeed in disposing of this 
building to an Indian, you should obtain the purchase price, which 
should cover the material in the building aud the removal of all 
rubbish and the levelling of the ground on which it is situated. 
Any amount received for this old residence should be forwarded 
to the Department for credit to the Receiver General. 


I shall be glad if you will arrange to have these old 
bhildings removed at an early date and the ground on which they 
ykand properly levelled.

the various Day Schools in the Fisher River Agency, which 
were inspected by Mr. Christianson. 


The report shows that good work is 
being done at all these schools. According to the 
Inspector, the teachers in charge seem to be very enthusiastic 
and are getting results. 


= On page five, under the headi of 
'General' the Inspector speaks of a preposed sehoot that 
is to be erected on the south end of the Peguis Reserve. 

I do not know whether it is the intention of the Department 
to go ahead with this school or not. I should like to be 
advised.

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PEGUIS SOUTH DAY SCHOOL. 

This school is taught by Miss Jenny Wright. 
There are 44 children on the register, and at the time of 
my visit there were 34 present. The grades taught are 
from 1 to 6. I found that the average attendance was 
about 35. I spent most of an afternoon in the classroom, 
and was well impressed with the work carried on. I think 
Miss Wright has splendid qualifications - not only has she 
her first class certificate, but she is a University 
graduate as well. She is working under a great handicap 
as there are often over 40 children in attendance in six 
different classes, and it is certainly quite a task. It 
is much different from teaching in a classroom where there 
is only one grade. I can conscientiously say that 
Miss Wright is giving her best efforts towards advancing 
the children who come to this school. 

No mid-day meal is served at this school; 
the children have to bring their own lunch, but the usual 
biscuits are, of course, given out, and hot cocoa is also 
furnished. 

A van brings the children from the south 
west corner of the reserve, but, as I have often mentioned 


before, the children from the north east corner of the 


reserve

reserve have a long way to come. 

4 new school was built here last summer on 
the same plan as the North School. The teacher's bungalow 
was built two years ago. 

GENERAL. 

Last year the Department decided that another 
day school would be built on the south end of the reserve, 
and I picked out the site last May. If the Department 
propose to go on with the building of a new school and 
teacher's residence, ag anticipated, I would like to go over 
the ground again as I am now under the impression that I can 
probably find a more central location. No doubt an Agent 
will soon be appointed, and if I am sent there to install 
him, I will go into this matter. 

I might say that the day schools in this 
Agency are all carried on in a very satisfactory manner. 

The buildings are practically all new - both schools and 
dwellings. The buildings erected in 1929 and 1930 on the 
Peguis Reserve were all built by A. H. Packer & Sons, and 

I was very well satisfied with the workmanship. Mr. Packer 
is a first class carpenter, and all his work is done ina 
workmanlike manner. 

To make everything complete, a mid-day meal 
should be served at the three schools on the Peguis Reserve, 
This would mean an extra expenditure at the North and South 
Schools as there are too many children there to enable the 
teacher to look after the preparation of the meal. A 
lean-to would also have to be built on the back of the 
schools to provide a kitchen and a place for the children 


to eat

to eat their lunch. If this were done, it would certainly 

be of great benefit to the children. However, we can get 
along for the present, but I hope the Department will consider 


this matter some time in the near future.

Original on No. 136-4—5, 


I regret to inform you that Miss Wright, 
teacher at the South Day School, declines to 
prepare the meal for her 47 pupils without 
assistance. Miss Wright was not asked to 
prepare the meal herself; she was asked to 
supervise the preparation of the meal by the 
older girls, which she might well do, and 
it seems to me that it would be in order to 
inform Miss Wright that she is expected to do 
this. This would be a splendid training for the 
girls, and to have an untrained Indian woman 
come in to do this work would be absurd, With 
your permission I will instruct Miss Wright that 
she is expected to oversee this work as part of 
her duties.

With reference to that portion of your 203-11A 
of the 20th instant, relative to the preparing and serving 
of a midday lunch to the pupile at the Peguis South Indian 
Day School, it is noted that the teacher, Mises Wright, 
requests that assistance be given her in carrying out 
this work. 


In this connection I have to say it is con- 
sidered that Miss Wright could have the older girls pre- 
pare and serve the meal under her supervision. She 
could arrange for two,or more if necessary, of the older 
-irls to do this work each day, giving them the necessary 
{netructions regarding the food to be prepared and in 
the preparing and serving of seme, also in the washing 
and cleaning of the utensils used after the meal is served. 
The Department acrees with you that this would be a 
splendid training for the cirls. It is expected that 
the teacher will oversee this work ae part of her duties. 
I shall be pleased if you will inetruct her accordingly. 


If the supplies for the meal have not yet 
been obtained, I shall be pleased if you will arrange to 
make the purchase and have them delivered to the school 

an early date.

I fully realize the necessity for economy and 
would gladly recommend the curtailment of this service 
if it was feasible. Attached you will find a descriptive 
map of the situation which I truest you will find of some 
benefit to you in reviewing the situation. Yoy will note 
that the lecation of the school is not at all eentral and 
is placed in the north-east corner of the school district 
thus making the attendance of the children at the school 
impossible without transportation. 


The question of moving the school is impossible 
and even if the buildings could be moved there would still 
be distances of four and five miles for the children to 
travel, As shown on the map, the children at the west end 
of the reserve are between eight and nine miles distant 
from the school. Therefore, if the van route were elim- 
inated during the months suggested none of the pupils west 
of Hodgson could be expected to attend school on aceount of 
the distance to travel. 


One solution I had in mind was to try and make 
arrangements with the school Trustees of the Hodgson 
village school for the aceommédation of the children 
living west of Hodgson. Thies, however, I was unable to 
accomplish for the Hodgson school is already ever crowded 
and unable to fully accommodate local conditions. 


If it is imperative thet transportation be cut, 
I would recommend thet same be eliminated during the 
months of January and February. At that period of the 
year attendance ie never very high. I ean not honestly 
recommend the elimination of the van route during the 
monthe of May, June, September end October for this would 
mean too much lose of schooling to the pupils concerned. 


The matter of the cost of transportation can hardly 
be reduced for at the present time the van driver ie paid 
$3.50 less 35¢ per day of travel. He has to keep two teame, 
supply his own equipment, a covered van on wheels, a covered 
sleigh, stove and heating and hie route covers about thirty 
miles per day from the time he leaves his home until his 
return and I doubt very much if we could get any body elee 
to give this service for less money.

I have your letter of the 12th instant, regarding 
the transportation of the children to the Peruis South Indien 
Day School. The descriptive map which you enclosed showing 
the location of the school and where the Indians reside has 
been noted, 


While the Department is anxious to out exvenditure 
for the present fiscal year at every possible point, we are, 
in view of your report and the distance the creater number 
of children have to travel, approving of the continuing of 
the transportation of the children to and from school during 
the entire school vear. The employment of George Stevenson, 
providing he ie giving satisfactory service, may be con- 
tinued at the same rate as previously paid, viz., $3.50 per 
day, lees ten percent. Accounts, in triplicate, covering 
the cost of the transportation services should be forwarded 
as formerly at the end of each month. 


I note you recommend the elimination of this service 
during the months of January and February. Early in December, 
next, you should refer thie matter to the Department and state 
whether you are of opinion that this service could be dis= 
continued during the two months mentioned. We will be in 
a position at thet time to decide as to the estate of the funde 
for the purpose of transportine the pupils.

Due to conditions at present confronting 
us, every possible economy must be effected in order 
to enable us to carry on necessary work. With this 
in mind, I have reviewed the expenditures at the Peguis 
South Indian Day School and noted that there is a heavy 
expenditure for the transportation of children. In 
spite of this fact, the attendance figures show that 
the average attendance for the past four quarters has 
been only 70% of the enrolment. It might be inferred 
from this that the driving of the children has no 
appreciable effect on the attendance. 


Is it necessary to drive the children to 
this school? How many use the van? Even though it 
may be necessary to drive some children during the 
winter months, why is it necessary to drive them 
during the fine weather? I would appreciate receiving 
a@ report from you in regard to this matter and I am 
hopeful that you will offer a recommendation that will 
reduce the expenditure for the transportation of 
children to a considerable extent.

I wish to acknowledge Departmental letter 
dated September 21, File 136-5-5, regarding a van to 
take children to the South Peguis Indian Day School. 


I find that there are 6 or 8 children residing 
from four to six miles distant from the South Pe guis 
School. I think the Department will agree that this is 
too far to expect children to walk. It might be advis- 
able to see if arrangements can be made for these children 
to attend the public school in Hodgson. If this could be 
done I think the use of a van might be discontinued. 


In any event, unless the weather becomes 
extremely cold, the attendance at school might net be 
greatly affected if the van were discontinued until 
December 3lst, and then put in operation through January, 
February, March and April. 


I think this arrangement might have a go od 
effect on the minds of the Indians. They would perhaps 
realize that they had not had their children make the 
best use of the privileges provided for them.

It is understood that there are 6 or 8 children 
residing from 4 to 6 miles distant from this school and 
we have been advised that it might be possible to arrange 
to have these children atten@ the publio school at 
Hodgson. If this could be done the use of the van might 
be discontinued. Please interview the authorities of 
the Hodgson public school and ascertain if they are 
willing to accept these children and, if so, the yearly 
amount they would charge the Department for their tuition. 


I am inclined to feel that the attendance at 
this school would not be greatly affected if the van 
were not operated between now and the end of December. 
We will, however, be prepared to favourably consider

Some repair is also 
needed to the plaster. 


"The exterior of both the school and the 
residence presents the same disgraceful appearance, 
as is the case with the Peguis Centre Day School 
buildings. The paint has almost entirely disappeared 
and the lumber is deteriorating for lack of painting."

I am in receipt of a letter from Indian 
Agent Clarke asking the Department if it is our 
intention to provide for the transportation of 
pupils to the Peguis South and Fisher River 
Day Schools during the current academic year. 
Last year we authorized transportation of pupils 
to the Peguis South and Fisher River Schools for 
the period December 1 to April 30. During that 
period at the Peguis South School there were 
never more than 6 children a month transported. 
The total cost for the five-month period was 
$322.00. Approximately the same amount was 
expended at the Fisher River School and the 
same number were transported. 


In view of the comparatively small 
number who take advantage of this service I 
thought it advisable to submit the matter to 
you for your consideration before authorizing 
the expenditure this year. Please let me hear 
from you as soon as possible.
